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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . The amendment filed on 7/9/2009 has been entered. 

Election/Restrictions 

2. Applicant's election without traverse of Species A in the reply filed on 7/9/2009 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claim 38 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to comply 
with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter which 
was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to one 
skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, had 
possession of the claimed invention. In this case, the specification does not in any way 
describe that the first figure would move without deforming the second figure. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 33-34 are allowed. 

6. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 33 
provides a substrate processing system with a plurality of modules in which a substrate 
is transferred into and out of the module, a substrate transfer mechanism and a control 
section that controls the substrate transfer mechanism to transfer a first lot and a 
second lot with a first transfer flow and a second transfer flow, in which the two transfer 
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flows are different from a each other and the first lot of substrates are processed before 
the second lot of substrates, where the control section includes a first function of 
forming a two-dimensional transfer control table defined by a transfer flow axis and a 
time axis in which intersection points are cells and cells are correlated with substrate 
identification information to generate a first transfer schedule of the first lot and a 
second transfer schedule of the second lot, a second function of modifying the second 
transfer schedule such that the first cell group is recognized as a first figure and the 
second group is recognized as a second figure, and the second figure is shifted towards 
the first figure such that the second transfer schedule is within a range in which the 
second figure does not interfere with the first figure, and a third function of controlling 
the mechanism to transfer the first lot and the second lot in accordance with the first 
transfer schedule and the second transfer schedule. These limitations, in combination 
with the other limitations in the claims, were not found in the relevant prior art.
